Prof. Chandler, of the Health Board, says 
scarlet fever caused more deaths in New 
York State last year than yellow 
fever did in the South and 
yet failed to excite public apprehension or to 
make people ordinarily carefulto prevent ine 
fection. 

THE FREAK OF A PATIENT. 

A. F. Reith, barber on the steamer Sara- 
toga, while in a delirium at Quarantine, 
sprang up in his bed, and seizing the long side 
whiskers of Williams, the hospital steward 
and nurse, tore out a great handful by the 
roots. Williams was recently left a fortune 
of $20,000 in England, but he refuses to 
abandon the work of nursing yellow fever pa- 
tients in Quarantine. 


The True Origin of the Fever. 
(From the Memphis Avalanche. ; 

The true reason of the present outbreak of 
yellow fever lies not so much in the filthy 
streets and alleys of the city, but in the cupid- 
ity of some of our people who could not get 
their consent to destroy even the bodclothes 
upon which vatients died of the fever. It 
has never been demonstrated that the yellow 
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have become saturated with the yellow fever 
poison, will retain it for a very long pe- 
riod @ypeven = in cold weather. It 13 
well known that many persons in Memphis did 
not hesitate to preserve and even sieep upon 
beds and bed-clothing that had been poisoned 
by the infected air of a sick room or. by direct 
contact with the yellow fever patient. These 
articles have been kept,of course,in bed rooms 
where the heat of a fire 
during the day and the warmth 
of the sleeper’s body at night prevented the 
germ from being frozen out. In many instances 
woolen clothing that had been hanging in the 
sick room, where the air was reeking with the 
toul fumes*of the fever, was packed away 
in trunks, or with the poorer class in wooden 
boxes, Here it remained during the 
winter. The warmth generated.by the fabric 
was an ply sufficient to preserve the germ in all 
its firmer vigor; and thereit lay, like the 
deadly serpent, only waiting for the heat of 
summerto warm it into hfe. Mulbrandon’s 
coat, which, like the shirt of Nessus, carried 
death in every fold, is now matter of history. 
Another is that mentioned in the Avalanche of 
yesterday morning ot a South Memphis woman 
who bas kept in a wooden box all the clothing 
ot her busband, who perished by the fever last 
year, and even the bed-clotnes upon which he 
died, stained all over with black vomit. One 
of the ablest physicians in Memphis said, not 
long ago, that there was not a house inthe 
city, whether occupied during the fever or 
pot, that bad not been thoroughly infecte-t by 
the yellow fever poison. Itshould be remem- 
bered also that eventhose who fled from the 
city when the fever broke out left be- 
hind them their caipets, bedding 
and winter clothes to receive in trust for 
them the insidious poison which they were 
trying to escape. This reasoning may not be 
founded upon the principles of medical science, 
butitis certainly justified by common sense, 
and,by getting up all the evidence to be had tn 
regurd to the matter, the medical fraternity 
mav be able to throw some light upon the 
origin of the present outbreak of yellow fever 
in our city. 


Proclamation by the Citizens’ Committee of 
= Safery. 
{From the Appeal.] 
To all Citizens of Memphis, Absent 

Present: 

The undersigned beg leave to inform you 
that they have been appointed an executive 
couwwmittee from the General Committee of 
Safety to co-operate with the euthorities of 
the Taxing District in the maintenance of 
order und in the protection of lifeand property 
during the prevalence of yellow fever. 
Warned by past experience oftheevils devel- 
oped in all communities by public excitement 
and suffering, we are resolved to concert such 
measures a8 May meet ali emergencies and 
give all needed help to the Taxing- District 
government. In carrying out these purposes 
we call upon our fellow-citizens for moral and 
material support. We propose that as 
far as po-sible all contributions be 
sent to President Porter, so that, by unifying 
our efforts, the greatest zood may be done to 
the greatest pumber with the least waste ot 
our means. We call upon Memphians to 
unite in shouldering the heavy burden once 
more laid uponus. We implore one and all 
to protect the good name of the city from the 
possible imputation of being a community of 
beggars on the world at large, sitting idlv 
cdown and expecting others to take care of our 
interests and feed our poor. Let the good men 
of Memphis do their whole duty now, and 
with economy, honesty, and tborough system 
in our Nanagement, we hope earnestly not to 
be compelled to ask charity of the world. 
Let it be understood that all moneys or sup- 
plies sent to us will be used for these pur- 
posts: 1. Feeding the sick, the aged and 
helpless, in camps selected for health. 
2. Giving employment to able-bodied men 
thrown out of work bythe fever, in guarding 
property, public and private, and in sucii pub- 
lic works as will promote the health and the 
business of our city when the fever abates. We 
shall keep acareful record of all receipts and 
disbursements, publishing the same in such 
form as will be asuflicient cuarantee to all con- 
tributors that theirdonations have beer pro- 
perly and economically applied.

Sir—We have the honor to report that in ac- 
cordance with your request we visited Quaran- 
tine Hospital on Tuesday afternoon July, 29, 
1579, for the purposeof inspecting the cases 
ot fever under treatment there. 
We found that there were no other persons 
affected with the yellow tever, with the ex- 
ception of the members of the Brandy family; 
two of the children were convalescent 
from the yellow fever; the mother states that 
sne has had it recently—having had acbill on 
Sunday last. Under tne circumstances, for 
fear of a relapse, we deem it best to detain ber 
for the present. The youngest of the children 
(Lizzie), two years old, died at 12:30 o'clock 
p. m., July 29, witn yeliow fever, accompa- 
nied with black vomit. She was immediately 
buried and all clothing, etc.. etc., were burned 
and the ward in which she died thoroughly 
fumigated, 

We would also report that we found the 
quarantine service in a high state of efficiency, 
und in view of possible contingencies we would 
recommend thatthe present status be main- 
tained.

Muse of spelling reform has long 
oyed the approval of eminent philolo- 
gists, but it has made a great step in seour- 
ing practical recognition from the American 
Library Journal, which allows each of its 
contributors to do his own spelling.

We frankly confess we do sce it. We did 
not see it before.

Another journal, the Warrensburg Jour- 
nal, does not agree with the Sedalia Demo-

Island Wreck Yet Published, 


Pathetic Scenes and Agonizing Hours on 
a Strange Island,

A Reecued Woman’s Graphic Narrative— 
Arrival of Three Survivors in New 
York. 


[From the New York Herald ] 

The Rey. J. H. Warfield, of Boston, ,and Dan- 
iel Clark and wite, of Buffalo, three of the sur- 
vivors of the wrecked steamer State of Vir- 
ginia, arrivedinthis city on Friday by rail 
from Halifax. The remainderof the passen- 
gers proceeded on their journey, sailing from 
Halifax in the Allan line steamer Hibernian on 
Tuesday last. Mr. Warfield went immediately 
to Boston and Mr. and Mrs. Clark started for 
Buffalo last evening by the Erie Railway. The 
last two named give a graphic account ot their 
experiences. Itisthe only complete story of 
the wreck and the life of the cast- 
aways on Sable Island which has _ yet 
been made public. In the Erie Rail- 
way depot, just before the train started, they 
hurriedly told their narrative to the Herald re- 
porter. Mr. Clark is an intelligent person who 
has done business in Buffalo for a number of 
years, and his wifeisa quiet-looking middle- 
aged lady of slight figure, who was still suffer- 
ing from exhaustion and the injuries sustained 
when she was thrown intothe water from tne 
capsized surfboat. 

CAPSIZED IN A SURFBOAT. 

When asked to relate her experience she said, 
with a good expression: ‘‘It is twenty-five 
years ago this month since my husband and 
myself emigrated to this country, and we were 
going to pay our first visit to our friends in the 
old country when we were shipwrecked. The 
shock was 80 great that since then 
whenever I see a boat and water 
I get a palpitation of the 
heart. Idonot feel like ever venturing ona 


long voyage again,but if Ido I suppose I would 
as soon trust iny life with Captain Moodie as 
with any oneelse. When the State ot Virginia 
struck in the fog on that Saturday night there 
was no panic on board; even the ladies ex- 
pressed their belief that the ship would soon 
float. There were many oOfus 1n tears, as we all 
realized the danger of attempting to land 
through the surt. On Sundsy morning, about 
1U o’clock, there were fourteen of us, all wo- 
men or children, who were lowered into one 
ot the surtboats which came alongside from the 
island. When coming toward the breakers the 
men in charge of the boat turned it and at- 
temnpted to bring it to land stern foremost. 
Then a great billow struck us, and it seemed as 
if the boat was going up in the air onend. The 
surf was rolling mountains high. Then the 
boat turned right over, and we all went into 
the watertogether. I was so dazed by the sud- 
denness of the catastrophe that I was only par- 
tially conscious. lreally cannot now describe 
my peculiar feelings. 1 went under the 
boat, and while in that position 
I managed to get hold of a iliife 
preserver. When I came up it was on the op- 
posite side of the boat, and I munaged to get 
hold of the keel. The next wave righted the 
boat, and immediately another huge billow 
struck it and swept me ciean over. Then Il 
wascarried by the waves again toward the 
lifeboat, when a man got into it and stretched 
out one of his hands. Mrs. Montin, of New 
York, who was strugglingin the water beside 
me, seized hold of the man’s other hand. He 
dragged usintothe boat, but in an instant we 
were again hurled out bythe breakers. I saw 
my companions struggling in the water, but 
did not see them drown. 


A THRILLING SCENE. 

‘*Just before we reached the breakers I saw a 
boat behind us in which was my busband. I 
have not the slightest idea how I reached the 
land, nur have 1 any conception of the manner 
in which I got a life-preserveron me while un- 
der the keel of the surf-boat. When I was 
able to collect my thoughts I gazed around me. 


My clothing had bee: nearly all stripped from 
my person by the waves. Then lsaw the bodies 
ot Mrs. Walker, of Elmira, and Miss Coleman, 
of Albany, onthe beacb, where they had been 
cast up by the brakers. Both were quite dead. 
When I was getting into the boat on leaving 
the ship one poor woman who was drowned, 
and whose name lI! did not know, asked 
me for a pin. I gave it to ber and 
she pinned ber money to the waist of her 
dress. When we were preparing to get into 
the first boat, Captain Moodie’s daughter, a 
most interesting young lady of twenty vears or 
thereabouts, was urged by her father to enter. 
She clung to his neck, and, kissing him, re- 
fused to be parted. He urged her to go into 
the boat and save herself. Finally she reluct- 
antiy gave ber consent. Then the boat was 
lowered, butimmediately Miss Moodie’s feel- 
ings overcame her, and she begged piteously 
to be allowed to remain and share her tather’s 
fate. She was pulled again on board, and so 
her life wassaved. We wererowedaway. Af- 
ter reaching land I was unconscious for a long 
time. I was so much overcome by fright and 
euffered so much from my injuries that I could 
scarcely realize what had taken placc. It 
seemed all like a dreamin to me. I supposed 
that the boat following us was also swainped. 
I knew that my husband wasinit, and I was 
more than overjoyed when! Game across him 
twenty-six hours afterward. When Mrs. 
Widestrand, who was in our boat, was thrown 
up onthe beach, she had, as she supposed, 
her son Johninherarms. In afrenzy of excite- 
ment, on struggling through the surf to the 
beach, she exclaimed, ‘I have him! I have 
him!’ at the same time clinging tenaciously to 
the strap of his little ulster. To her horror, 
she then discovered thatthe buttons had be- 
come unfastened and that, in her strugzies, 
the child had siipped out of his coat. Her 
grief, when she discovered that he had fallen 
from her grasp and been drowned before her 
eyes when she thought him saved, was uncon- 
trolabic. We didall we could in our serry 
plight to comfort the heart-broken woman.’’ 


MR. CLARK’S NARRATIVB. 

Mr. Clark seemed to have the events which 
occurred immediately after the ship struck 
vividly portrayed in his memory. ‘‘A few min- 
utes before the ship struck,’’ said he, ‘‘Capt. 
Moodie had given orders to alter the vessel’s 
course. He evidentiy knew he was approach- 
ing land. When we struck the shock was 


slight. Noneoft us felt much alarm, asthe 
captain thought we would float off with the 
midnight tide. The fog was very dense, and 
all this time the engines were being reversed; 
but we were wedged in the*sand and seemed to 
settle into it further and further. 

was in the second boat, following 
the one that was capsized. I cannot convey 
to you my feelings of augnish when I saw thut 
boat full of passengers, ny wife among the 
number, hurled into the seething waves. The 
officer in charge our of boat, when he saw the 
catastrophe, gave orders toreturn. When we 
again got on the deck of the ship there was 
intense excitement. Icannot begin to faith- 
fully portray it. We sympathizea with those 
wbo had lost friends, and all of us embraced 
each other as if we were brothers and sisters, 
and thanked God that we had been spared. It 
was atime of supreme suspense for all. IL was 
half crazyin my anxiety to know the tate of 
iny wife. 

‘*On Monday, about 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, we were all landed onthe lee side of the 
island. Seven boat loads, including the bag- 
gage and provisions, were transferred from the 
ship. Capt. Moodie, his daughter, and my- 
self went to the light-house. On the way we 
met the light-house keeper, who told us to pat 
the baggage back into the boat and go down 
the shore to Gov. McDonald’s house, which 
wus about nine miles away. Inmy excitement 
and anxiety 1 walked the whole distance 
searcely knowing why I did so. On the way i 
met Mrs. Porteous, 01 New York, who wasin 
the capsized boat. Tomy great joy she told 
me that my wife was safe. shortly afterward I 
met my wife. Shaliltell you that she fairly 
screamed with joy, and that we both fell on our 
knees and thanked God that we had been spared 
from the waves? 

LIFE ON A STRANGE ISLAND. 

‘*‘We fared well while on theisland. It is 
certainly a most remarkable strip of sand. 
There are no trees, not a twig of shrubbery, 
nor even a stone as big asa marble onit. We 
tound plenty of wild strawberries, cranberries 
and blackberries. Five orf{six hundred wild 
horses or ponies were everywhere roaming 


about. Wehadplenty of good, tresh water. 
Governor MacDonald has a force of men there 
who patrol the entire island daily, mounted on 
some of these ponies. When we lett the State 
of Virginia Captain Moodie refused to give the 
seamen any liquor, as he wanted the 
men to keep cool heads and steady 
hands. While onthe island we made the 
best of our circumstances. The men slept in 
the boathouse and managed to make them- 
selves ascomfortabie as possible. We cbhris- 
tened it the Hotel de Comfort. The ‘adies slept 
in the Governor’s house. The accommoda- 
tions were se es that wie were obliged to 
sleep on the foor, but the Governor’s family 
did allthey could to soften the nardships of 
the ladies of our party. The fog continued 
heavy nearly all the time we were there. Oc- 
ecasionally it lifted and then we were able 
to see our ship, which lay off about 
three and a half miles from the Gov- 
ernor’s house. For three days we were unable 
to distinguish her at all. Of tood we had planty 
except bread, the facilities for cooking the 
latter being limited. We brought asufficiene 
of provisions trom the ship and also killed tory 
food some of the beevés we had on bo - The 
cooking was performed in the Governor’s 
house and aiso in the building where the crew 
was quartered, which we called the Saliors’ 
Home. We spent our time mostly in sight- 
oestng, anee the shock of our disaster 
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days afterward the body of 
littie Mary G. Montin, who was parted from her 
mother’s grasp and crowned when the surf- 
boat was overturned, was washed ashore. The 
recovery of the body brought great relief to the 
mind of her grief-stricken mother. 
THE CAPTAIN NOT BLAMED, 

‘*On Wednesday evening Mr. Warfield con- 
ducted religious services. The baggage was 
all saved, although some of itt was slightly 
damaged by water. Ofcoure we talked con- 
atantiy of what we bad passed through,‘ and 
the chance of relief coming to us. A great 
many comments were made about Captuin 
Moodie; infact, be wasthe principal subject 
of our conversation, He was not once blamed, 
and his character as aman was highly extol- 
led. Not one word was said against him. Ido 
not know anything about his seamanship. None 
ofus understand anything about that part 
of it except Lieutenant Barber, 
of the navy, who was a passenger. He sai 


thatin his opinion the captain could not be: 


blamed tor the disaster. When Purser Robson, 
with his boat’s crew, started for the mainland 
10 seek assistance we all went down to see them 
off, and on starting we gave three such rousing 
cheers as were never before heard on Sable Is- 
land and may not be again. We never expect- 
ed to see the brave fellows again, and had 
about made up our minds that we would be 
compelled to stop there until September, at 
which time the occupants of the island expect- 
ed a boat to reach there with supplies. Our 
first intimation that relief was at hund was the 
appeurance of aspeck of sail in the distance. 
Then we sawathin line of smoke. Our hearts 


beat with joy Decause we knew it was the relief | 


ship, and we felt happy ina double sense—we 
realized that succor was at hand, and also that 
the brave men who put out tor the mainland in 
afrail boat, with a heavy sea rolling before 
them, were sate. The ship proved to be the 
Glendon. Immediately upon her arrival, Cap- 
tuin Moodie went off to her in a life bout, and 
soon returned to order the surf-boats got 
ready. Baggage was placed in oneof the 
ship’s boats, butthe latter was at once cap- 
sized. The baggage was, however, saved in 
a damaged condition. Then oxen and horses 
weie brought into use, and two large surfboats 
were carried across the island to the beach, 
By the aid of these boatsthe passengers were 
safely transterred to the Glendon, which lay to 
about u mile off shore. We were

The following communication has been sent 
to us from the Gencral Passenger and Ticket 
Department of the Atchison, Topeka and San- 
ta Fe Railroad Company: 

TOPEKA, KAN., July 17.—For some time past 
a large number ot forged editorial passes of 
this company have been in circulation, and 
some ot them have been found inthe posses- 
sion of innocent persons. Upon an attempt 
having been made by me to ascertain who the 
partiés were that were issuing them, I find that 
a man designating himself as J. W. Morrill, 
but who also passes under other names, is in 
all probability the guilty person. I have 
definite information that his operations have 
not been confined to this road, and with such 
aman at large he is liable at any time to 
operate on other roads. He represents himself 
under some one of his assumed names as con- 
nected with the New York Herald, and pre- 
sents a letter, written on a tac-simile of its let- 
ter-heads, and purporting to be signed by its 
chief editors or managers.

Gambetta’s fete on the 14th of July seems to 
have caused quite a sensation In Paris, and is 
universally pronounced a brilliant success. It 
is said to have cost about $30,000, but the ex- 
pense was borne by an ‘‘anonymous friend ot 
the Republic,’’ who desired that it should be 
done handsomely, regardless of expense. 


The digging of a canal from Cronstadt tu St. 
Petersburg is making such progress that Ad- 
mni1al Possiett, who directs the work, assures 
the Russian Government thatin a year’s time 
vessels of small size will be able to pass from 
the sea to the Neva, and thatin the summer of 
1881 the canal, the depth of which is fixed at 
twenty feet, will have been excavated tothe 
extent of sixteen feet, enabling a goodly sized 
craft to reach the capital. 


The Swiss Government has published the 
emigration statistics for 1878, from which it 
appears that the number of emigrarts, though 
34 per cent more numerous than in 1877, 
showed a decrease of 36 per cent upon the 
average of the last ten years, the total for 1878 
baving been 2,602, as compared to 3,516. Of 
the 2,602 emigrarzts, 1,615 were men, 505 wo- 
men, and 482 children under 16 years of age, 
and 2,210, or 85 per cent of them, went to 
North America. 


A wholesale tragedy, which calls to mind the 
sanguinary exploit of Troppman, is reported 
from Toulouse. A family of five persons, 
named Combet, living at Beziers, disappeared 
recently ina sudden and extraordinary man- 
ner. After minute researches, the bodies of 
three of the family—tather, mother and eldest 
son—were foundinthecanal. There remain- 
ed, at last accounts, two other children to be 
discovered. The police are said to be on the 
track of the murderer. 


From London Truth: ‘‘The French Govern- 
ment wrote to Lord Salisbury to say that they 
did not object to the Prince ot Wales attending 
the funeral, nor did they take exception tothe 
Queen showing her sympathy by her presence 
at Camdenon Saturday, but that there was 
one thiog against which they must make an 
officiul protest, and that was against the Lord 
Mayor of London taking part in the proceed- 
ings. lam not joking; this astounding com- 
munication was really received at the Foreign 
Office.’’ 

A correspondent writes to the London Tele- 
graph: ‘‘Among the ladies who have come 
over from France to attend the funeral of the 
Prince Imperial is Mme. Thayer, the widow of 
one of the Ministers of Napoleonlll. Sheis 
the daughter of Gen. Bertrand, who accom- 
panied Napoleon I. to St. Helena, and remain- 
ed by himto thelast. Whena girl she stood 
by the bedside of the dying Emperor and heard 
his last utterance, ‘Mon fils * * * tete de 
l’armee.’ This lady has now in her possession 
the original pencil sketch of the mortal re- 
mains of the ‘Sublime infortune de Sainte 
Helene’—as Thiers styled him—made,a few 
hours after his death, by Capt. (then Midship- 
man) Marrvat, ofthe Roval Navy. From her 
birth she has shared the checkered fortunes of 
the imperial family of France.’’ 


The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Globe says: ‘*‘Acertain Baron, who always

milk or the seasoning may have been the source 
of the »oisoning- Asall the persons affected 
belong to our best families, the affair has 
caused considerable excitement in the com- 
munity.

A Celebrated Case Cuncluded by the Sen- 
tencing of the Defendant—Judge Laugh- 
lin’s Decision. 

The motion for a new trial in the case of Wil- 
liam O. Smith on the grounds that he had been 
be.rayed by his attorneys, Messrs. WG. Van 
Hoorbeke and F. D. Turner, was heard and 
concluded in the Criminal Court yesterday by 
Judge Laughlin overruling the 
motion, exonerating Mr. Turner, and sentenc- 
ing Smith to eight years’ imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary. The Court held that there wasa 
taint of suspicion surrounding Mr. Van Hoor- 
beke, who had received money from the pros- 
ecution. 

In sentencing the defendant, Judge Laughlin 
delivered an able opinion. 

He said the case was a very interesting one in 
many particulars, and at a ftirst glance it would 


appear as it the evidence not only warranted, 
but would compel, a newtrial. He was aware 
that a great many of the irreguiarities com- 
plained of had grown up out or the laxity of 
the court. In regard to the law in the case. be 
was perfectly well acquainted with it. The 
question was not one of law, however, but of 
proof, and the only proot had was in the testi- 
mony of the prisoner, Smith, to whose 
averments, uncorroborated as they were, 
no credence was to be given. When a man 
could gain his own consent to have illicit in- 
tercourse with a married woman he became a 
low, centemptible puppet, and a sneak ot the 
worst and most detestable kind; but when 
he publisbesthe fact of his debasing crime to 
the world he ceases to be entitled to any con- 
sideration as « man, for his nauhood, courage 
and veracity are then gone. The cvarges 
brought by Smith against his attorneys would 
be sufficient, if substantiated, tor their disbar- 
ment. The attack was one of the pvasest, he 
thought, he had ever known to be made ina 
court otf justice, but Smith could not be be- 
lieved—apart from the fact that he denied his 
own uffidavit, be could not believe him. The 
law, Judge Laughlin said, did not seem to 
reach Smith’s case, and what he wondered at 
was the remarkable endurance of the husband 
of Mrs. Sterling. It might seem iil-advised, ill- 
tempered and out of place to come froma 
judge on a bench, but tn his opinion the only 
remedy fora case like this was a double-bar- 
reled shot-gun loaded with heavy buck-shot. 
Mrs. Sterling’s testimony was the only thing 
that gave substance to the charges made. Mr. 
Van Hoorbeke not being present, he did not 
desire tosavy more than that he was placed in 
avery suspicious attitude. Of Mr. Turner, it 
was more difficult to speak. It was not neces- 
sary to substantiate testimony in this regard. 
It was sufficient that some one had sworn toit, 
to warrant a reprimand; andin regard to the 
statement thet Mr. Turner boasted of nis influ- 
ence with the Court, he would say thatil any 
man thinks by employing any particular coun- 
sel that he will find favor in Oourt, he will 
learn, sooner or later, how much he Was mis- 
txuken. If Mr. Turner were not in the case the 
testimony agaist Van Hoorbeke would be sut- 
ficient to compel the granting of the motion; 
but when there are two parties in the case, one 


of whomistidinted andthe other is not, the 
fact of the former being tainted will not affect 
thecase. Smith baa entered into this arrange- 
ment himselt, thinking it would co him good, 
but it hadturned eut different from what he 
had expected. He (Judge Laughlin) bad had 
bis suspicion of the case from the start. and 
saw the method was to fight off atrial un ii ithe 
prosecution were worn out.

LONDON, July 15, 1879.—The funeral of 
Louis Eugene is over. Dancing goes on in 
Gambetta’s palace, While thirty thousand 
English people, with the royal family at their 
head, sob around the coffin where a dead 
youth lies who in trying to kill Zulus got 

2 killed. 

Multiply that dead youth and his mourning 
mother by a million or so, and you have what 
the Napoleons have done for other youths and 
their mothers. Multiply it by another million 


or so, and y¢¥ will have what this youth, had 
he lived, must have tried to do for the sons 
and mothers of France. 

The great mass of those who gathered at 
Chiselhurst last Saturday were actuated by 
snobbery, andan uglier sight than sniveling 
snobbery the sun never looked upon. Not 
even the Archbishop’s prayer for rain has 
prerailed upon the sun to come forth to see 
or the clouds to cease weeping over this dem- 
onstration by the deadly enemies of republi- 
can liberty. 

What a charming object was Prince Napo- 
leon, these many years the sympathetic friend 
of Bradlaugh, throwing himself passionately 
on his knees during the prayers for the late 
Prince’s soul! 

What a consummate dignity surrounded tie 
Protestant Queen of ‘E ngland kneeling in the 
chapelle ardente, before the candles, then 
laying a wreath of flowers on the coffin, with 
the remark: ‘**Poorchild! Here isa crown 
that nobody shall take from bim!”’ 

After this attitudinizing, this ostentation of 
grief is shockingly unreal. These royal and 
titled personages in biack have not suspended 
any of their pleasures. They went from the 
fete tothe funeral, and from the funeral to 
the Comedie Francaise in the evening. It was 
alla demonstration against the Republie in 
France. ‘There is danger in it, too. Queen 
Victoria consented to receive graciously the 
special homage of Prince Napoleon. He is 
now the English candidate for the Throne of 
France, for by the European theory France is 
now without legitimate government; Grevy is 
a mere usurper. 

The United States Government has faults. 
Washington is not unacquainted with corrup- 
tions and follies. Butall the errors, faults, 
corruptions and partisan passions which have 
disgraced the United States put togetner,seem 
to me mild, compared to this conspiracy of 
privileged classes against the eqnal rights of 
mankind in general, and the commonwealth 
of France in particular . To have been in 
London during the past week appears to me 
enough to Americanize forever any man who 
has any faith whateverin the principles of jus- 
tice or the happy destinies of humanity. 

And now, having relieved my mind on that 
subject, I turn to another. 

During the French fete at the Royal Albert 
Hall, of which I wrote you, there was asud- 
den Clapping of hands. The numerous titled 
ladies did not comprehend the meaning of it. 
Thev ran about to each other’s stalls ‘asking. 
**Whom are they applauding?’’ The fact was 
the band bad just played the Marseillaise, 
and the vast English company (it was the 
half crown, not the half sovereign, day) had 
applauded. The Countesses and ladies did 
not seemto knowthe Marscillaise, or at any 
rate did not understand why it was distin- 
guished for applause above the Don Giovanni 
overture, eic. But the scene in the hall 
while this old revolutionary hymn rolled over 
it might carry one back tothe days when the 
Parisian people were paying homage to the 
goddcss of Reason pe srsonitied by a dame not 
conventionally virtuous. The democrats of 
the revolution have never cexsed_ to 
have that incident thrown in their 
faces. Yet here in the Royal Albert Hali we 
have the royalty and the aristocracy of Eag- 
land uniting for the apotheosis of Sarah Bern- 
barat. 

Ido not intend to throw a stone at Mile. 
Bernhsrdt. Sbe and George Eliot, and other 
eminent persons who deiy the customs of so- 
‘ciety, are competent to judge of right and 
wrong, and are free toact. I do not judge 
them. But whatI wishto point out is the 
social phenomenon presented when the leaders 
of a society Which crushes thousands of poor 
girls in the mire for illegitimate sexual rela- 
tions should at the same time lavish admiration 
upon women of the same character who hap- 
pen to have talent. Sarah Bernhardt has 

meyer been married; she has four children; she 
brou%ht to London with her, and took in 
every fine house where she was entertained, a 
bright boy who called her **‘Mademoiselle, my 
mamma.’’ There was no concealment what- 
ever. Fashionable London was at her feet. 
It was amply demonstrated that fashionable 
English society does not really respect the 
customs which it professes to hold essential. 
The sanctity of marriage becomes more and 
more athing for the poor and ignorant—like 
orthodoxy. It is well enough for common 
eople to fear hell, etc. This kind of talk has 
eng been famfliar in the matter of religious 
~ dogmas, but it is now seen to be the underly- 
ing sentiment about the marriage dogma also. 

Sarah Bernhardt is a woman of real genius. 
I believe her to be a woman of heart, and that 
she has obeyed her heart in those matters 
wherein it is said tobe more holy to obey 
custom. I can understand how the splendor 
of genius displayed in her Phedre could hide 
a muititude of sins even for the rigidly right- 
eous. 
among the aristocrats of London leads me to 
feel that it is not through overlooking her sins 
or forgetting thém, but, to some extent, be- 
cause of them, that she has enjoyed a brilliant 
ap otheosis. The constant gossip has lent a 

Eaeaecy to her presence, and the enthusiasm 
-. been quite as great among those who could 
not understand or appreeiate her perform- 
ances.

AN ECCENTRIC HEART. 
A Man in Whom it Not Only Palpitates 
but Peregrinates. 
{From the San Francisco Bulletin. ] 

There resides at No. 467 Jessie street,in this 
<ity, a man who has been unable to attend to 
his business for the last two years on account 
of the displacement of his heart. The patient 
is Kenneth F. McLean, a carpenter by trade. 
He contracted a severe cold about the 12th of 

une, 1877. A physician was then called and 
pronounced it a bad case of pneumonia. After 
a monith’s treatment he felt alittle better, when 
his nurse discovered alump or swelling on 
his Jeft side. The next time the pbysician 


called he attracted his attention to it. The 
physician made an examination and_ pro- 
nounced it a collection of water, and that he 
must have a slight touch of pleurisy. A few 
mornings after McLean discov ered that his 
beart war beating on his right side, and it has 
remained there ever since. The patient, 
who was naturally of a very robust con- 
stitution. rallied after the first attack, and 
was sood able to be about. He called upon 
his physician and told him that his heart 
had moved to his right side. The physician 
would not believe it, but on examination 
fonnd it to be the case. This was about the 
last of July. His physician measured him 
about every third day with a tape, and found 
that the water was increasing. About the 18th 
of Au mag 4 applied blisters, but they gave 
no relief. the meantime he called to see 
another SoS wey who urged no so in get- 
ting McLean tapped, stating that his left lung 
was useless. and that his heart was likely to 
remain in its present position unless the water 
Was removed immediately. McLean called on 
his physician and requested to be tapped, but 
he told him there was danger in being tapped 
too soon. but if he insisted he would accom- 
modate him, and a y i mpew gs Saturday, Sept. 
15. He came that day and brought three phy- 
sicians with him. T 1ey made an incision be- 
tween his ribs and took seven pints of water 
from him; after which he obtained immedi- 
ate relief. But he soon began to fill

WAS THE PRINCE MARRIED? 


Evidences on which They Base Their 
Opinion that He Was. 
[Paris Letter in Chicago Tribune. ] 

A short time, then, before the outbreak of 
the Zulu war (says the Petit Lyonnais, whom 
the Figaro quoted the other morning), a 
youthful couple made their appearance in the 
town of Baih. One was a sickly young gentle- 
man of about twenty-two or twenty-three, 
who wore the uniform of the Woolwich Artil- 
lery. The other was afair and rather pretty 
girl, who talked English with a_ slight 
German accent, and carried a baby. 
The pair had all the air of being married, 
though their youth might, at the first blush, 
make thatappear unlikely, and the husband 
(if he was the husband) was evidentiv French.

Father X was afterward shown a photo- 
graph of the Prince, and at the sight of it de- 
clared itto be the portrait of the very artillery 
officer who had intrusted the lady and her 
child to his care. A few days later a strange 
lady witha baby applied for an interview to 
the porter of Camden House, Chiselhurst,and 

sadmitted. A stormy interview is said to 
have occurred between the mysterious appli- 
cant and the Empress, who would have noth- 
ing todo with either mother or child. and 
both departed.

South Australia, it is believed, would 
also be a good place for the growing of these 
perfume-producing plants, though they are 
not yet cultivated there to much extent. The 
value of perfumes to countries adapted to 
their production is gathered from the follow- 
ing estimate oftheir growth and value per 
acre, as given in the London (England) 
Journal of Horticulture: An _ acre of 
jasmine plants, 80,040 in number, will 
produce 5,000 pounds of flowers, valued 
at $1,250; an acre of rose trees, 10,000 in 
number. will vield 2.000 pounds of flowers, 
worth $375; 100 orange trees growing on an 
acre will yield, at ten vears of age, 2,090 
pounds of flowers, valued at $250; an acre of 

violets, producing 16,000 pounds of flowers, is 
worth $800; an acre of cassia trees of about 
300 will, at three years of age, yield 900 
pounds of flowers, worth $450; an acre of ger- 
anium plants will yield something over 2,000 
ounces distilled otto, worth $400; an acre of 
lavender, giving over 3,500 flowers for distil- 
lation, will yield a value of $1,500.

HINTS FOR THE SUMMER. 


Practical Advice About About Health, Rabies, 
Mosquitoes, the Heat, Medicine, 


Lte. 
{From the New York Sun. ] 

A few simple, well-proved receipts will add 
much to general comfort during the next six 
weeks. 

Mosquitoes can be driven away from rooms 
by the smoke of insect powder, burnt ona 
bot shovel. When it is not easy to get fire 
puta bitof gum camphor in a shovel. lizht, 
the {gum will catch as quickly as alcohol; then 
sprinkle a tablespoonful of insect powder 
(pyrethrum) on the flame, Jet it take fire, and 
blow out the blaze, close the windows, and 
let the smoke rise for five minutes. It will not 
injure walls or furniture, and does not harm 
human beings. ‘though obnoxious to insects. 
Hanging a cloth on which a teaspoonful of 
carbolic acid is poured, at the head ef the bed, 
will keep mosquitos away, and the writer has 
repeatedly gained a good night’s sleep by this 
means when others failed. Take care to place 
the cloth or sponge so that there is no danger 
of touching it with face or hands in the night, 
as the acid burns like caustic. 

It 1s not generally known. as it ought to be, 
that the remedy for burns by carbolic acid is 
Canada fir balsam, spread on the part at- 
tacked. 

A wash of fifteen or twenty drops of com- 
mon carbolic acid ina half pint of water will 
immediately relieve the smart of mosquito 
bites, hives, prickly heat and all irritations of 
the skin common in summer. As the strength 
of carbolic acid commonly sold varies, the di- 
lution should be tested before using by wet- 
ting asmall spot.of skin. If it causes any 
burning ina moment or so, it is too strong, 
and more water must be added. The lotion 
was recommended by a city physician as in 
use at Bellevue Hospital, and vears of expe- 
rience prove its benefit. Many restless nights 
and much suffering of children might be 
avoided by this simple cure. which has been 
safely used on very young infants. 

The tortures which bapies have to undergo 
are so many and so pitiful, and visited impar- 
tially on all about them in travel and at home; 
s0 Many ailing, miserable creatures are to be 
seen on the cars and ferryboats, taken out by 
their distracted mothers for change of air, 
that I feel it will be giving generai relief to 
tell the advice of a hospital physician, which 
proved an entire success in my own family. 
The pain of teething may be almost done 
away with, and the bealth of the child bene- 
fited, by giving it fine splinters of ice, picked 
off with a pin, to melt in its mouth. The 
fragment is so small that it is but a drop 
of warm water before it can be swal- 
lowed, andthe child has all the coolness for 
its fevered gums without the slightest injury. 
The avidity with which the little things taste 
the cooling morsel, the instant quiet which 
succeeds hours of fretfulness, and the sleep 
which follows the relief, are the best witness- 
es tothis magic remedy. Ice may be fed to 
a three-month-old child this way, each splin- 
ter being no larger than a common pin, for 
five or ten minutes, the result being that it 
has swallowed inthat time ateaspoonful of 
warm water,which, so far from being a harm, 
is good for it, and the process may be repeat- 
ed hourly, or as often as the fretting fits from 
teething begin. 

It is now the season when boys and girls in 
the country give their mothers sad nights by 
coming home in the miseries of poisoning by 
ivy. The irritation by this poison is acute, as 
I have reason to know, but the speedy cure 
for it is a wash of oxalic acid, a teaspoonful of 
the salt to a pint of water, with which the 
poisoned spots are bathed as often as they 
grow troublesome. The lotion smarts severe- 
ly for a few minutes, but is followed by cessa- 
tion of the poison pain, which 
itches as if one could tear’ the 
to pieces. The above may need re- 
ducing for young children. Make it weak at 
first, and add grains of the salt till it is strong 
enough to give relief. A dessert spoonful of 
sweet oil taken daily 1s said to drive the poi- 
son out of the blood, but three severe cases 
were cured without it, tomy Knowledge, by 
the acid alone. It should not be put in tin, 
of anything metallic, as it corrodes, and may 
form poisonous compounds. 

It will be useful for poor 
in the country, away from drug stores and 
doctors, to know, on the authority of Dr. 

scach, the noted botanic doctor, that a strong 
adeaion of yarrow (white tansy) and boneset 
is a good substitute for quinine in fever 
ague, or other malarious complaints.

such homely wisdom is to new settlers and 
those to whom quinine, even with the tax re- 
moved, isan expensive item. The small! mis- 
eries of life make a sum so truly formid- 
able that no one who has proved reme- 
dies for them is excused from giving others the 
benetit.

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter visited Scott Hun- 
ter, the murderer of Eugene Blancke, atthein- 
vitation of B. F.Clark, the prisoner’s attorney, 
in the city jail, this morning. lIunter asserts 
that the true version of Biancke’s death has 
never been made public, and his statement to- 
day is the first he has yet made concerning the 
tragedy. 

The Prisoner’s Version, 

Scott Hunter limped down from his cell in 
the Murderers’ Row, and on liearningthata 
POST-DISPATCH representative had called 
seemed greatly pleased. He isan hunest iook- 
ing, copper-colored negro, and does not look 


like a man who wouid take human life without 
great provocation, and there is an earnestness 
in his mode of delivery that will not tail to im- 
press ajury favorably if he ever takes the 
standin his own defense. ‘‘I will begin at the 
beginning,’’ he said, leaning against the iron 
screen, ‘‘and tell youthe wholetruth. I shot 
Eugene Blancke but did not intend to 
do so at the timne, for he 
bad never harmed me; more than 
that, he was an utter stranger to me. You 
see I determined to give # ball on my birthday, 
and told my wife anu step-daughter so about 
month. On the Fourth I 
told them thutI wovld surely give the Pall, 
and as they were going overtoa barbecue at 
Scotch Grove that day, tobe sure and iuvite 
all the colored peon'e, and 
that we would have a gcod old time. Well, 
when the time come, the voy3 and gir's begin 
coming in, and by 11 o’.'’ock the e@ was at 
least twenty-five coupie on the floor shufMfinz 
away, ashappy as—wll, anything.

I told them that I wanted quiet and 
peace there and would have it, anda 
somebody said, ‘What are you going to 
do about it?’ andthen they ali laughed and 
wenton worse than ever, I went baeckir > 
the kitchen fromthe front room and took down 
my musket, that had been Joaded ever since I 
was squirrel hunting last August, and went 
back and told them to disperse.

The feeling among the striking coopers this 
morning up to nine o’clock was that the re- 
maining bosses would call and sign the con- 
tract, but when that hour arrived, knowing 
their employers were then on ’Change, a mo- 
mentary disappointment ensued followed by 
the hope thatthe difficulties would be bridged 
over late inthe afternoon. The coopers are 
confident they will gain every point 
intheir contract, and thatthe trouble would 


have ended long since but for the well-filled 
warehouses of the shops. On last Monday the 
Belcher shop contained 3,500 barrels, and as 
soon asthis supply is exhausted another sig- 
nature is expected to be added to the ten 
others who have agreed to pay living wages for 
their iabor. The most persistent of all employ- 
ers are the owners of the Empire mills, who 
are said to have employed anumber of what 
are known as ‘‘scabs,’’ a set of inexperienced 
hunds who throw a barrel together under the 
supervision of an expert cooper who lacked 
sufficient nerve to join his brother coopers and 
facethe music. Thetime predicted when this 
shop will yield is simply a matter of guess 
work. 

William Rice, proprietor of a shop in French- 
town, called at Vorwaerts Hall tunis morning 
and contracted for ten hands for tight-bDarrel 
work, who were furnished him after the meet- 
ing adjourned. 

A communication was received stating that 
the coopers employed by Frank Matoushek, 
Carroll and State streets, twelve in number, 
had stopped work and were ready to join the 
strike.
